aspersions upon a body of men who. were willing, 
at a moment’s warning, to eulist for; a service 
which might have perilled their lives, in order 
to avenge the death of their fellow countrymen, 
although not fellow colonists, we feel it.a duty 
to hurl back the foul, cowardly slander upon the 


writer of the article, whoever he may be. The | 


party thus maligned was largely composed of 
ex-Royal Engineers, men thoroughly ‘drilled in 
the use of arms, men who have been accustomed 
to pack their own provisions, and some‘of them 
men who underwent all the hardships and dan- 
gers of the Crimean campaign.

This reply of Governor Kennedy’s strikes ‘a 
key-noté which we would not now have felt dis- 


. posed to take up had not the indiscretion of over- 


zealous frieuds rendered it necessary. We felt 
disposed as far as possible to allow Mr. Donglas 
to depart in peace had not this base attempt been 
made to place both Governor Seymour and Gov- 
ernor Kennedy in a false position upon this In- 
dian question, Those who have been’ constant 
readers of the British Co.vmsian will hardly 
need to be reminded that we have devoted much 
Rpace to exposing the loose and dangerous 
state of our relations with the Indians, the ab- 
surdity of the policy, so-called, pursued towards 
them by Mr. Douglas and the necessity of inau- 
gurating a well devised Indian system, if we 
would avoid those troubles. and ‘misunderstand- 
ings which have cost so much in money and ‘in 
blood in other Colonies. These writings were, 


__.of course; entirely unheeded, and the Colony was 


permitted to drift helplessly on towards the 
breakers which now admonish us of our folly and 
of our danger in letters of blood ! 

Bat what has been the Douglas Indian policy ? 
Every one at all acquainted with Indian charac- 
ter Will endorse the following statement made by 
Governor Kennedy :—“ The true mode of deal- 
ing with savages here or anywhere else is with 
strict justice, good faith, and the greatest‘ firm- 
ness.” Where are we to look for the exercise of 
any, one of these three cardinal requisites in 
the late, administration? Is it the mock 
justice which hanged three Indians at Vic- 
toria without anything deserving the name 
of atrial? Is it to be found in the unheard-of 


‘ act of Sir James in stepping in between justice 


and the Indian “ Loodeezeoosh,” who was com- 
mittedto the Jail here to stand his trial for the 
cowardly and unprovoked murder of two men 
upon one of our north-west coast islands? We 
claim indulgence while we explain this last case, 
the particulars of which may not be generally 
known. An Indian named ‘“‘ Tahak” was brought 
here, tried, sentenced, and executed on the 6th 
January, 1863, for the murder of two white men 
upon one of our islands. It transpired during 
the trial that his brother, Loodeezeoosh, was 
with him, and was a principal in thecrime. For 
some time he eluded the officers of justice, but 
in the following April he was secured by Capt. 
Pike, R. N.,. commander of H. M. Ship Devasta- 
tion, delivered up to the authorities here and com- 
mitted for trial. The evidenee against him was 
most conclusive, in fact precisely the same as 
that upen which his brother was execated three 
months previous, and yet, in July of the same 
year, he was delivered up, in obedience to an 
order from the then Governor, and set at liberty ! ! 


_ Had he been tried, found guilty and sentenced

that we should contradict the assertion that the 
Bute Inlet massacre was unprovoked. The evi- 
dened taken by Mr. Brew proves that such was 
not the case. The treatment the Indians em- 
| ployed in packing received at the hands of Brew- 
| ster and his party was at once calculated to arouse 
| their cupidity and provoke their vengeance. All 
this, however, does not lessen the necessity for 
‘dealing out to them prompt justice, and convine- 
ing the Indians, one and all, that they are now 
amenable to British law, a law which they can- 
not transgress with impunity.

The British Columbian. , 
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~‘Victoria---Its Harbor and History. 


The following description of Victoria harbor 
and account of the accidental rise of that town is 
translated.from L’ Ecko Du Pacifique, a French 
paper published in San Franeisco, being an ex- 
tract from a Victoria correspondence dated May 
last :— 

“The entrance to this port’is narrow, crooked 
and shallow. There is a sand bank situated on 


the right and a submarine reef on the left. The 
channel is-so torturous and so narrow that it is 


hardly possible to find a straight line in the chan- 


nel the lengib of an ordinary vessel. 

“Its greatest depth at high water is 16 feet. 
The bottom of the harbor is covered with rocks, 
and the medium depth of water does not exceed 
18 feet. i ‘ 

The south side only used to be tolerably shel- 
tered, bnt.now even it is not protected on account 
of the trees being cut down which, adorned the. 
promontory between the harbor and the strait. 
There cannot be found in the whole harbor ‘a 
place to establish a quay:and a wharf upon. 

In the actnal condition of Victoria it is neces- 
sary to make the greatest effurts and expend 
fabuloys sums to reap benefit; to shelter it, to 
remoye the sand bank and to raise the snbmarine 
rocks.” The size of the harbor at low. water is 
extremely limited.. “Nowhere around can a favor- 
able spot be found for the establishment of a pa- 


itent slip, ways, quay or commodious wharf, 


‘ten ‘to find a remedy. for this evil. 


“The goods destined for British Columbia are 
at first landed at Esquimalt, re-shipped for Vic- 
toria and stored there to be reloaded for British 
Columbia, It isa sad state of affairs’ and it 
doubles the expense of transport from Esquimalt 
to the Fraser River. 

It is to be desired that the administration has- 

It is said 
that a line of steamers are.to be built to ran di- 
rect between Esquimalt and Fort Yale on the 
Fraser. Having established the merits of «the 
two-ports itis now the business of the’ under- 
_—_ to tuke their precautions,and to specify 
exnctly for which barbor they act. It remains 
only to say a word more. Why is it tliat they 
have exactly chosen the most disadvantageons 
place to construct the more important town ? 
Nothing more simpre. 
(It was net untikl841 that the two ports began 
to be known. About this time a Factor of the 
Hudson Bay Company, in search of a° situation 
whereon to bnild.a fort, landed at Clover Point 
and arrived by land at the end of the sleagh 
(bayou, natural canal) now called Victoria. He 
made chvice of this place for the construction of 
a fort. 

In 1858, when the news of the discovery of 
gold on the banks of the Fraser attracted the 
peuple of California, they naturally went where 
there was alrendy the first settlement of the 
population. The store of the Fladson Bay Co. 


thus became the, point abont which the miners, 


merchants and speculators gathered, At the 
sime time the interest of the company was to 
have. under. thei hand this adventurous, popula 
tion Sy whom they were so mach benefitted. 
Possessvrs already of the principal lands of Vic- 
toria, the agents of the company hastenéd to put 


up for sale the town lots bordering on their 


property. The speculation there was véry suc- 
cessful and itis thus to one cousideration and 
another that Victoria obtained the: supremacy 
over Esquimalt.” 








Votrame’s Tous axp Hearr—The Paris Fi-

taire are no longer at the Pantheon, has. now 
been confirmed. The tomb isempty, and nothing 
is. known as to what has become of its contents, 


_ This discovery was made, it declares, throngh 


the following incident :—“ The heart of Voltaire, 


as is generally known, was left by will to the 
Villette family, and had been deposited ih their 
chateau ; the present Marquis de Villette, a des- 
cendant of Voltaire, having resolved to sell the 
estate, offered the celebrated relie of the Emper- 
or ; it was accepted by the Minister of the In- 
tetior ‘in the name of His Majesty, an! the ques- 
tion then arose as to what should be done_ with 
it ; the most natural idea was to place it with 
the body in the tomb at the Pantheon, bat a 
scruple arose ; the Pantheon had again become 
@ place of Christian worship, and the tomb of 
Voltaire was still in the vaults, the reason was 
rather from a consideration that what was done 
eould-not be andone than from any other ; at 
all events, no fresh ceremony relative to Vol- 
taire could take place in that boilding without 
the authorization of the Archbishop of Paris ; 
Mgr. Darboy, on being consulted, before making 
a‘ reply first hinted that there was a belief that 
since 1814, the Puntheon possessed nothing be- 
longing to Voltaire but an empty tomb. In con- 
sequence, it was determined to verify the trath 
of the report. A few days back the stone was 
raised, and, as the Archbishop has stated, the 
tomb was fuand to be empty! A strict inquiry 
into the snbject has heen ordered, and ‘the Em- 
peror has given instructions that the heart shall 
be ‘€nclosed in a silver vase, and deposited either 
ig the
